PLANT  DISEASE 

At  its  birth  in  1917,  the  journal  was  known  as 
Plant  Disease  Bulletin  and  its  avowed  purpose 
was  "to  collect  information  car  plant  diseases  in 
the  United  States  covering  such  topics  as  preva- 
lence, geographical  distribution,  etc.,  and  to 
make  this  information  irrmediately  available  to 
all  persons  interested,  especially  to  those  con- 
cerned with  disease  control." 

In  1923 , beginning  with  volume  7 , the  name  was 
changed  to  Plant  Disease  Reporter,  but  the  pur- 
pose was  still  mandated  by  the  Plant  Disease 
Survey  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

That  Plant  Disease  Reporter  had  earned  world 
renown  is  attested  to  by  frequency  of  its 
citation  in  other  journals.  Of  1 million 
journal  citations  in  1969  in  Phytopathology , Plant  Disease  Reporter  was  the 
most  frequent  other  than  Phytopathology  itself  (Phytopathology  Dews,  6, 

March  1972) . Also,  it  ranked  16th  of  50  journals  cited  in  botany  journals 
(Current  Contents,  6,  January  13,  1975). 


In  a study  of  the  literature  documentation  section  of  the  Agrochemicals 
Division  of  Bayer  AG,  Federal  Republic  of  Germany,  W.  Bartels  reported  at 
the  1978  International  Congress  of  Plant  Pathology  that  from  1968  to  1977, 
Plant  Disease  Reporter  ranked  second  in  the  number  of  papers  abstracted; 
Phytopathology  was  third  and  the  Journal  of  Economic  Entomology  was  first. 
These  were  abstracts  included  in  Pflanzenschutz-Bericht  and  based  on  465 
journals  abstracted. 


A name  change  will  be  initiated  with  volume  64.  The  new  title  is  Plant 
Disease,  an  International  Journal  of  Applied  Plant  Pathology.  This 
important  journal  will  be  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  American 
Phytopathological  Society.

Automated  Searches.  Automated  Subject  Searches  of  the  Pt-DS  data  base  can  be 
made  on  any  subject,  author,  geographical  location,  or  for  material  in  a 
specific  language.  However,  it  is  not  possible  to  retrieve  documents  pub- 
lished in  a specific  year.  A printout  of  the  retrieved  items,  containing  a 
citation  and  abstract,  will  be  mailed  following  completion  of  the  search. 

All  documents  on  the  printout  can  be  requested  as  microfiche  or  photocopy. 

Costs  will  vary  with  each  search.  An  invoice  will  be  sent  with  the  printout 
of  retrieved  documents.  It  is  anticipated  that  an  average  search  will  cost 
from  $15  to  $25. 

Document  Distribution.  Microfiche  copies  can  be  requested  of  any  document  in 
the  PHDS  collection.  However,  photocopies  are  available  only  for  documents 
less  than  100  pages  long.  Only  one  copy  (microfiche  or  photocopy)  will  be 
supplied  for  each  requested  document.  Microfiche  Copies:  $1  microfiche; 
Photocopies:  $1  per  10  pages. 

Occasionally,  a microfiche  may  contain  more  than  one  document.  REMEMBER:  A 

microfiche  copy  cannot  be  read  without  a reader  equipped  to  read  24x 
reduction.

Acquisitions  List , are  available  free-of-charge  to  individuals  or  agencies 
in  developing  countries  with  authorization  from  the  nearest  USAID  Mission.

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CAPITOL  HILL  LEGISLATION 


ENERGY 

S.  1030.  Emergency  Energy  Conservation  Act  of  1979.  Authorizes  a program  to 
conserve  energy;  governors  of  each  state  are  permitted  to  identify  the  most 
appropriate  conservation  methods  and  to  recorrmend  Federal  enforcement  in  their 
respective  states.  Signed  November  5 by  President. 

H.  R.  3905.  Rational  Alcohols  ctnd  Alcohol  Fuel  and  Farm  Commodity  Production 

Act  of  1979.  Guarantees  90  percent  of  principal  and  interest  on  loans  for 
construction  of  alcohols  and  alcohol  fuel  plants  during  F.Y.  1980,  1981; 
authorizes  sale  of  wood,  agricultural,  and  other  waste  residues  and  by- 
products, forest  products,  and  agricultural  corrmodities  to  operators  of  fuel 
plants.  Reported  from  House  Agricultural  Committee  October  12;  referred  to 
House  Banking,  Finance  and  Urban  Affairs  Committee  October  12;  discharged 
October  26. 


RURAL  DEVELOPMENT 

H.  R.  3683  [S.985J.  Consolidated  Farm  and  Rural  Development  Act  Amendments . 

Requires  at  least  25%  of  farm  ownership  and  operating  loans  be  made  to  limited 
recourse  low  income  borrowers;  increases  the  size  of  communities  eligible  for 
water,  sewer,  and  community  facility  loans  from  10,000  to  20,000  population; 
extends  eligibility  for  disaster  loan  programs  to  include  aliens  admitted  for 
permanent  residence.  Clarifies  FroHA  authority  to  make  farm  ownership, 
business  and  industrial,  and  operating  loans  for  the  acquisition,  development, 
cons tr qct i on  , modification,  or  operation  of  solar  energy  systems  including 
gasohol.  S.985  passed  in  lieu  October  24. 

GENERAL  AGRI CULTURE 

S.  1125  [ H.R . 4119]  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Act  of  1979  establishes  an  expanded 
and  comprehensive  program  for  U.S.  farmers;  extends  disaster  payments  program 
for  producers  of  wheat,  feed  grains,  upland  cotton,  and  rice  under  the  Agri- 
cultural Act  of  1949.  Reported  from  House  Agriculture  Committee  September  13, 
1979. 

S.  14.  Reclamation  Reform  Act  of  1979  places  a limitation  upon  the  acreage  in 
a single  ownership  which  is  eligible  to  receive  a water  supply  from  a reclama- 
tion project,  repeals  the  requirement  for  a water  user  to  reside  on  or  in  the 
vicinity  of  his  land  holding,  clarifies  and  restricts  the  exception  of  leasing 
lands  from  the  acreage  limitation,  and  updates  other  provisions.  Referred  to 
House  Interior  and  Insular  Affairs  September  18,  1979. 

H.  R.  2727.  Meat  Import  Act  of  1979  establishes  a countercyclical  import 
formula  permitting  more  imports  of  meat  over  the  cattle  cycle  than  would  be 
permitted  under  the  current  law;  permits  greater  imports  of  meat  when  domestic 
supplies  are  low  and  consumer  prices  are  high,  moderating  the  rise  in  beef 
prices.
